The high court also declared

York law which made "the ut- 
terance of any treasonable or 
seditious word or words or the 
ddlng of any treasonable or se- 
ditious act" ground for dis- 
missal from the public school 
system. 


The court split along liberal- 


conservative lines as it issued 
its ruling by a 5-4 vote.

She wants to 
know whether she should call 
his attention to this habit or 
shut her eyes and hope it will 
go away. 


There is no surer way to 


make a permanent stutterer 
of a child than to call his at- 
tention to this type of speech. 
All children repeat sounds 
when they are excited and, if 
the habit is ignored, it will 
disappear. 
If attention 
is 


called to it the child becomes 
self-conscious 
a b o u t 
his 


speech. For him, speaking is 
then no longer a natural pro- 
cess, accomplished by second 
nature, but a painful exercise. 


Once a child loses confi- 


dence in his ability to speftk 
n a t u r a l l y his-proMem be- 
comes fixed. From then on he 
may be a stutterer or, if he 
overcomes it, he will do so 
only by a monumental effort.

As to when we get the first 


actual photograph into the Star, 
your guess Is as good as mine. 
The big Fairchlld color press 
will do the job, all right, but 
first we have to master the task 
of producing four matching neg- 
atives and their press-plates, one 
each for black, red, blue and yel- 
low. This Is the most difficult 
achievement, in the history of 
printing. The Idea was pioneered

We are about to introduce it

BERKELEY, Calif. (AP) - 


Staggered by the surprise firing 
of President Clark Kerr of the 
University of California, leaders 
of 87,000 students on nine UC 
campuses planned mass meet- 
Ings today to decide student ac- 
tion In the crisis. Also, the quest 
begins for Kerr's successor. 


The Board of Regents, by a 


14-to-8 vote, last Friday ended 
the sVz-year career of Kerr as 
president of the nation's biggest 
university system. Gov. Ronald 
Reagan, an ex-officlo regent, 
voted against Kerr, 55. 


Reagan said during his elec- 


tion campaign that Kerr permit- 
ted campus political activity in 
behalf of Reagan's Democratic 
opponent, then Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown. 


"We have no plans for a pro- 


test today," said Dan Mclntosh, 
student body president of the 
Berkeley campus, largest of the 
UC system. 


Mclntosh said he would call 


for a discussion of the Kerr 
ouster, 
along 
with Reagan's 


controversial 
proposals 
to 


charge tuition and cut the UC 
budget, both of which Kerr had 
pledged to fight. 


At two campuses in Southern 


California there was talk of 
classroom boycotts to protest 
the firing of Kerr. 


At 
Santa Barbara, student 


body president 
Jeff Jeffcoat 


urged organization of a univer- 
sity-wide boycott. And at Irvine, 
Dave Altschuler said his student 
group was pushing for an imme- 
diate one-day strike today. 


Should protests of this kind 


materialize, it would be the first 
time 
in two 
demonstration- 


wracked years that Kerr would 
hear militant student support of 
himself. He has come under fire 
for 
the 
demonstrations 
that 


have hit Berkeley, and some 
believe this unrest contributed 
to the regents' decision to fire 
him. 


Most of the student leaders 


appeared 
to take Mclntosh's 


discussion-first view. 


In a message addressed to 


regents over the weekend, 81 
Berkeley professors said: ''The 
nature and timing of the action 
taken Friday seem to give evi- 
dence of an attempt to exert 
political Influence over the uni- 
versity. 


"This cannot be tolerated 


from either the right or the left 
of the political spectrum. 


"We call on regents to demon- 


strate that their action did not 
result from political pressures 
coming from the state adminis- 
tration in Sacramento." 


Regents must knuckle down 


immediately toward choosing a 
new president. Faculty mem- 
bers, who will have their meet- 
ing Tuesday, hope to exercise 
strong Influence In the choice.

Johnson Bids for 
Soviet Pact, More

Johnson administration bids on 
Capitol Hill today for approval 
of a U.S.-Soviet consular pact 
and more money for the Viet- 
nam war. 


Secretary of State Dean Rusk, 


in testimony at an open hearing 
of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, argues the case for 
Senate ratification of the consu- 
lar convention signed in 1964. It 
would pave the way for each 
country to open consulates out- 
side the capital of the other but 
faces opposition. 


Secretary of Defense Robert 


S. McNamara and Gen. Earle 
G. Wheeler, chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, are to tell 
a closed meeting of the Senate 
Armed Services Committee and 
the Defense Appropriations sub- 
committee why $9.4 billion more 
is needed for the war this fiscal 
year. 


McNamara and Wheeler also 


are to explain the Defense De- 
partment's $73-billlon request 
for the budget year beginning 
next July 1.

policy advocates.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 


J. William Fulbright, D-Ark., 
said Sunday that the United 
States should oust t)ie, South 
Vietnam government if it re- 
fused to negotiate with the Viet 
Cong toward ending the Viet- 
nam war. 


Fulbright, speaking 
on the

"Meet 
the 


Press," said the United States 
should 
put pressure on the 


South Vietnamese to talk with 
the Viet Cong. 


He said Premier Nguyen Cao 


Ky of South Vietnam is "there 
only because we put him in" 
and "I don't think he would last 
two weeks without our sup- 
port." 


Fulbright said a constituent 


assembly being fored to adopt 
a new constitution and new gov- 
ernment 
for 
South Vietnam 


"would be more likely to nego- 
tiate with the other Vietnamese 
for some settlement." 


The 
United 
States 
should 


adopt a different attitude to- 
ward Vietnam, Fulbright said, 
one welcoming a compromise 
settlement rather than what he 
sees as insistence upon the en- 
emy's surrender. 


Meanwhile, a book authored 


by Fulbright and scheduled for 
publication today, included the 
prodding of South Vietnam as 
one of eight points for ending 
the war and shaping a general 
agreement with Red China to 
neutralize Southeast Asia. 


The book, entitled "The Ar- 


rogance of Power," was pub- 
lished by Random House. It is 
an amplification of the sena- 
tor's lectures at the Johns Hop- 
kins School of Advanced Inter* 
national Studies.

peace, even one forged by "to- 
tal American military victory 
in Vietnam," would be in con* 
slant jeopardy until a United 
States-Red China power strug- 
gle is resolved. 


He said .the U.S. should prod 


Saigon into seeking negotiations 
with the Viet Cong and at the 
same time join the South Viet* 
namese in proposing cease-fire 
talks with the Viet Cong and 
Hanoi.

Johnson Proposes to 
Up Social Security 
Benefits by 15%

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Presi- 


dent Johnson sends Congress 
today his proposal to increase 
by at least 15 per cent the Social 
Security benefits received by 23 
million Americans. 


The message, whose major 


outlines were sketched by John- 
son in his State of the Union 
message Jan. 10, is also expect- 
ed to urge 'a raise in minimum 
benefits from $44 a month to $70 
a month and a guarantee of $100 
a month for persons with 25 
years or more of coverage. 


Johnson also said he would 


recommend an increase in the 
1 mits retired workers can earn 
without losing Social Security 
benefits and an extension of 
medicare benefits to 1.3 million 
permanently and totally disa- 
bled persons under 65. 


Johnson's proposals, 
sched- 


uled for early scrutiny on Capi- 
tol Hill, will also likely contain a 
schedule of increases in Social 
Security taxes to finance the 
proposed hike In benefits. John- 
son did not discuss this in the 
State of the Union messege. 


But the latest actuarial esti- 


mates made by the Social Secu- 
rity administration are that the 
present revenues are sufficient 
to provide an increase in bene- 
fits of around 8 per cent. John- 
son said his proposed increase 
would average 20 per cent — 
and put the 'irst year cost at 
$4.1 billion. 


Rep. 
Wilbur D. Mills, D-Ark., 


chairman of the House Ways 
and Means Committee, has al- 
ready said he will hold hearings 
on the President's proposal to 
raise Social Security benefits 
before consideration of John- 
son's recommendation for a 6 
per cent surcharge on income 
taxes.

Ford said in outlining 
the GOP congressional program 
last week that Social Security 
benefits should be increased 8 
per 
cent and that future in- 


creases should be pegged to 
rises in the cost of living.

Old Napoleon Is a 
Cornerstone in the 
History of Arkansas

On a bright sunny day during 


the summer of 1820, an unem- 
ployed former French general 
was exploring a steaming jun- 
gle-like piece of ground at the 
mouth of the Arkansas River — 
just south of where the Arkan- 
sas empties into the Mississi- 
ppi — arid being a man of ima- 
gination and with an eye for mak- 
ing a " fast buck." Frederick 
Nortebe concluded that "right 
here" was the ideal place to 
build a river port town. 


Being a frenchman who was 


very devoted to his former com- 
mander, Bonaparte, Notrebe de- 
cided to name his newly found- 
ed community Napolean, and with 
all of this accomplished, he set 
out to make his town one of the 
most important river ports on 
the Mighty Mississippi. However 
wild his imagination, however 
broad his dreams, it's doubtful 
that Frederick Notrebe ever vis- 
ualized just what impact his town 
of Napolean would have upon Ark- 
ansas history. And its unlikely 
too, that he ever dreamed that 
one day-only 55 years after it 
was founded-that his town would 
be buried under mud and mire, 
a victim of the great and mer- 
ciless river that it served. 


From the moment it became 


a territory on March 2, 1819, 
Arkansas history moved at a ra- 
pid pace. The first Territorial 
Legislature met at Arkansas Post 
on July 28, 1819, and on June 1, 
1821—about a year after Napo- 
lean was established-the Terri- 
torial Capitol was moved to Lit- 
tle Rock. 


On March 22,1822, the stream- 


boat "Eagle" arrived at Little 
Rock-with people and cargo that 


had been picked up at Napolean. 


By the time Arkansas became 


a state on June 15, 1836, Na- 
polean was a boom town, con- 
trolling most of the traffic on 
the Arkansas and White rivers. 
As one historian noted:"By 1836, 
Napolean had become one of Ark- 
ansas' chief outlets on the Mis- 
sissippi. Some of the stern-wheel- 
ers (steamboats) that ascended 
the Arkansas and White rivers 
were not adapted to Mississippi 
navigation and Napolean was the 
transfer point from one type of 
boat to the other. The town was 
roaring and wide open, full of 
suave cardsharps and rough riv- 
ermen-not to mention pirates, 
cutthroats and the like." 


On December 12, 1838, Desha 


County was established but no 
seat of justice was selected. Dur- 
int the first few years of its 
life, Desha County Courts were 


since the Texas town later was 
captured and most of the records 
were either destroyed or muti- 
lated to such an extent that they 
were of little value. 


Also, during 
the occupation, 


Federal forces cut a bend on the 
Mississippi above Napolean that 
caused the river to change its 
course and start eating away at 
the town-an action that even- 
tually was to spell complete doom 
for the booming river port. 


At the end of the War Between 


the States, the old marine hos- 
pital was leased as a temporary 
courthouse 
for 
Desha County 


while a new courthouse wasbeing 
built. In the meantime, however, 
the Mississippi was continuing 
to eat away at the town and more 
and more of its citizens were 
moving down river about 20 miles 
to a new port, Arkansas City, 
which had been established in 
1850. 


In 1869, the new courthouse 


was washed away by a devas-

In 1855, the United States Gov- 


ernment completed a three-story 
marine hospital in the town, ac- 
comodating 100 patients. 


Napolean was nearly destroyed 


by fire at the time of its cap- 
ture by Federal forces during 
the Civil War. However, just be- 
fore its capture, officials were 
successful in removing the coun- 
ty's records to Texas. This suc- 
cess 
was short-lives, though, 
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periencing a "rip snorting" boom 
of its own. The new courthouse 
was occupied in December, 1880, 
and a new jail and offices for 
the county sheriff were comple- 
ted in 1881. 


By this time old Napolean was 


gone-washed down the Mississ- 
ippi-with only one old chimney 
standing above the muddy river 
waters to mark the spot where 
the onetime "hell-to-breakfast" 
river town had stood. 


A decade after the old town 


died, Mark Twain wrote its re- 
quiem in his "Life on the Mis- 
sissippi". It reads like this: "It 
was an astounding thing to see 
the Mississippi rolling between 
unpeopled shores and straight ov- 
er the spot where I used to see 
a good big self complacent town 
twenty years ago. The town was 
the county seat of a great and 
important county; town with a 
big United States Marine Hos- 
pital; a 
town of innumerable 


fights-an inquest everyday; town 
where I used to know the pret- 
tiest girl, and the most accom- 
plished in the whole Mississip- 
pi Valley . . a town no more 
swallowed up, vanished, gone to 
feed the fishes; nothing but a 
fragment of a shanty and a crumb- 
ling brick chimney," 


In its passing, though, Napo- 


lean fathered another Mississi- 
ppi River boom town-Arkansas 
City-which rose to even great* 
er importance; which became ev- 
en wilder, but this is another 
story. And we will tell it at a 
later date.-
